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$10,000 Matching Tuition Scholar- 
ship, the cost of Clarke’s courses 
to the high school student will be 
$25 per semester hour, the other 
half of the cost being awarded by 
this scholarship.

The program designed to pro- 
vide alternative enues of learn- 
ing for able seniors—males and 
females alike—who can reduce the 
number of years they spend in high 


school and college from the tra- 
ditional eight to a total of seven 
by having their eighth semester 
of high school intersect with their 
first semester of college.

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The six-week tour, which will 
begin July 8 and end August 18, 
1972, is under the direction of 
Sister Mary Ann Michele Shay, 
B.V.M., of the Theology Depart- 
ment of Clarke, and Sister Mada- 
lena Thornton, B.V.M., of the 
college’s Public Relations Depart- 
ment. 


According to Sister Ann Michele, 
“The tour will provide opportun- 
ity for meeting with religious lead- 
ers and scholars, hearing lectures, 
visiting shrines and temples, and 
studying the major religions of 
the world—Buddhism, Hinduism, 
Christianity, and Islam—in their 
own unique setting.” 


In a statement made by Sir John 
Hodgson, director of Religious 
Travel Service which usually ar- 
ranges two world tou in addition 
to many European trips, he said 
that the Clarke sponsored World 
Religions Tour is the first of its 
kind to be offered by any travel 
bureau or educational institution. 
Other travel services have spon- 
sored world tours, but these tours 
have excluded Asia and/or the 
Middle East from iheir itinerary 
because of the tensions that exist 
in that part of the world. 


Departure point of the tour is 
San Francisco. From there the tour 
will visit Tokyo and Kyoto in 
Japan; Seoul in Korea; Hong Kong; 
Bangkok and Chiang Mai in Thai- 
land; Benares, Agra and New Del- 
hi in India; Cairo in Egypt; Jeru- 
salem, Bethlehem, Sea of Galilee, 
Tel Aviv, Tiberias, Capharnum, 
and Mt. Tabor in the Holy Land; 
Athens and Corinth in Greece; 
Rome; Munich and Augsburg in 
Germany; Geneva, Switzerland; 
London and Canterbury, then re- 
turning to New York. 

Those participating in the tour 
will be able to attend lectures and 
participate in the study programs 
going on in the various countries

World Religion has long been 
the interest of Sister Ann Michele. 
In the summer of 1966, Sister went 
to the Holy Land on the Land of 
Bible Workshop sponsored by New 
York University. Among those at- 
tending the workshop were Chris- 
tian professors and ministers who 
felt they could get a deeper under- 
standing of Judaism by studying it 
in its own setting. In February of 
1968, Sister Ann Michele taught a 
world Religions course with Dr. 
James Reid Graham of India, and 
Dr. Samuel Calian, who has done 
extensive travel in the Middle East. 


Sister Madalena is also very in- 
terested in the World Religions. In 
the summer of 1969 she went to 
Hong Kong to observe the Buddist 
religion in its natural setting. 


The World Religious Tour, which 
is the culmination of three years of 
hard work and planning on the 
part of Sister Ann Michele and 
Sister Madalena, is open to any- 
one in the United States. The 
World Tour cost $2,298., including 
transportation and first-class ac- 
commodations.

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mesquakie indian exhibit 
featured at u of dubuque

The Mesquakie Indians hold title to a 
world of only 3,500 acres of either swampy 
land likely to flood or hilly land difficult 
to cultivate. The land the Mesquakies live 
on is not a government reservation for the 
Mesquakies, ancestors sold what state land 
was allocated to them in Kansas, plus the 
money they received from selling their 
ponies, to move back to “the beautiful land” 
in what is today Tama County just south 
of Dubuque. They invited the gover- 
nor to hold the title in trust for them and 
eventually the title was held in their names 
by the Secretary of the Interior. Certainly, 
the Mesquakie settlement is unique in all 
the country. 

Photographer-writer John M. Zielinski 
has spent almost an entire year planning 
and arranging an exhibit of these interest- 
ing people. Now completed, it is on display 
in the University of Dubuque Library and 
will remain there through Sept. 25. 

In the exhibit, Zielinski displays by 
photography how the Mesquakies pride 
themselves, for instance, with many of their 
traditions like an annual pow-wow, seasonal 
festivals and numerous dances, The copy 
of the exhibit explains how many Mesquak- 


ies have to travel up to 75 miles a day to 
work yet manage to cultivate land of their 
tribe daily as well. What is most remarkable 
about this group of people is their tremen- 
dous sense of community and concern for 
each other. And indeed their community 
is unique—strong enough to exist in a 
technological society yet individualistic 
enough to preserve a heritage all its own. 
Candid, clever and well-done, the exhibit 
captures the esprit of the Mesquakie com- 
munity including its decorated folklore 
and some simple beauty in everyday shy 
smiles, talking eyes, and happy faces. It is 
especially enjoyable if you too live in a 
small community in which you can sense its 
traditions as well as its changes.

TCCE work credit plan

This semester, Sue Park, Clarke senior, is 
the first student to participate in the Pro- 
gram for Professional Development, initiat- 
ed through the Tri-College Cooperative Ef- 
fort and now available to students of the 
Dubuque Colleges. She is presently employ- 
ed as an applications programmer at Mercy 
Hospital and is working to bring about a 
computer-assisted food management system 
at the hospital. 

The Program for Professional Develop- 
ment allows students to gain eight to twelve 
hours credit while they are employed in a 
full-time salaried position. The participants 
in the program attend no classes during 
the four to six month duration of the pro- 
gram, but receive academic credit for their 
practical work. 

Present qualifications include junior 
standing and a satisfactory grade point 
average. An orientation course must also 
be taken followed by Career Planning and 
Societal Examination. 

The program was instituted jointly by 
Sr. Kenneth Keller, chairman of the Clarke 
Computer Science department, Allen L. 


Bures, of the University of Dubuque Eco- 
nomics and Business departments, and Cor- 
win A. Hellmer of the Loras Engineering 
department. At present, Computer Science 
is the only department participating in the 
program, but the initiators hope to include 
other departments in the future. 


The course, for three semester hours 
credit, is concerned with diagnosis ang can 
rection of reading problems, evaluation and 
selection of diagnostic reading tests, and 
supervised laboratory experiences with 
children in the Clarke Reading Center,

4:00 in Clarke’s Music Hall, will have as 
its clinician Sr. St. John Van Horst from 
Ottumwa Heights College, in Ottumwa, 
Iowa, who will speak on the Talent Educa. 
tion Program of teaching violin to children, 
This program was developed in Japan by 
Shinichi Suzuki. 

Sr. Helen emphasized the importance 
of the workshops for teachers on both the 
elementary and secondary levels of music 
education. The methods and approaches 
to be studied can help them not only to 
interest children initially in music, but to 
provide them on long-range basis with a 
meaningful esthetic experience.
